Likewise there is no doubt but that 
Russia is tom by internal dissen­ 
sion and industrially is not an equal 
to the U.S. and our Allies. 
There will no doubt be no end 
to the hot and cold war in our 
lifetime but it is doubtful indeed 
that World War III is near.

WASHINGTON <* — Sen. Mar­ 
garet Chase Smith (R-Maine) said 
today she has the impression Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower “ prefers to re­ 
tire after 1956.” 
Cautioning Republicans against 
basing party strength solely upon 
the President’s personal popular­ 
ity, she said in remarks prepared 
for some 1,500 GOP workers at­ 
tending the Republican Women’s 
National Conference: 
“ I’m not so sure that Dwight 
Eisenhower will seek re-election. 
My present impression is that he 
prefers to retire after 1956.” 
Mrs. Smith is the first prominent 
Republican to voice public doubt 
that Eisenhower will seek a sec­ 
ond term. The President has given 
no sign of his intentions. 
Mrs. Smith continued: 
“ We have been lucky to have 
Dwight D. Eisenhower leading our 
party. But we don’t want to push 
that luck too far. 
“ We don’t want to put all our 
eggs in one basket—we don’t want 
to lean too heavily upon the Eisen­ 
hower popularity.

A habit of the American people of predict­ 
ing the future on the basis of occurrences in 
the past sometimes results in counseling cau­ 
tion when none is needed.

WASHINGTON .4* — How is the antipolio vaccine 
going to be distributed so that those who need it first 
get it first, w hether or not they can pay for it? That s 
one of the biggest, unsolved problem s in the fight 
against polio. 
The governm ent — th at is, the D epartm ent of 
Health, Education and W elfare, headed by Mrs. Ove- 
ta Culp Hobby — had tim e to plan for this problem 
before any vaccine was distributed. Apparently it 
did nothing. 
It still has produced no answ ers although this week 
Mrs. Hobby is expected to m ake recom m endations 
to President Eisenhower. She is not likely to suggest 
federal control. She has been against that. 
On April 12 she gave perm ission to drug m anufac­ 
turers to start distributing the vaccine. This was 
done a few hours after announcem ent that last sum ­ 
m er’s test on several hundred thousand children had 
been 60 to 90 per cent effective. 
The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis has 
contracted with m anufacturers to produce vaccine 
to give free shots to nine million children in the first 
and second grades. All other people will have to pay 
for shots unless somehow’ they can get them free. 
What of those in the susceptible age group (I to 9) 
who can’t afford to pay for shots by a private physi­ 
cian and have no other way of getting the vaccine? 
There is no answ er on that. 
And what assurance is there those in the most sus­ 
ceptible age group will get shots before any of the 
short-supply vaccine is given to older people? There 
is no nationwide plan on that either. 
It would seem that Mrs. Hobby’s departm ent could 
have done what the polio foundation did: take a 
chance the Apri 12 report would be favorable and 
prepare for distribution in advance. 
On Eisenhow er’s instructions Mrs. Hobby called a 
m eeting April 22 of doctors, health officials and drug 
m anufacturers. They recom m ended the vaccine be 
allocated among the states, without federal controls, 
on the basis of state populations in the I to 9 age 
group. It would be left up to the states to plan the 
distribution. 
M eanwhile, as it becam e clear there would be a 
vaccine shortage extending into 1956, m em bers of 
Congress began dem anding that distribution not be 
left to chance. Bills were introduced to impose fed­ 
eral controls. 
Eisenhow er told a news conference May 4: “ There 
will never be any child in the United States denied 
this em ergency protection for want of ability to pay. 
Of that we are absolutely certain .” 
Shortly afterw ard his press secretary Jam es C. 
H agerty said if a situation developed where some 
children could not get vaccine for lack of money, the 
President would im m ediately ask Congress for au­ 
thority to buy up the whole supply. 
But such an idea, before it becam e a reality, would 
take t im e d ) to be aw are of such situations and ver­ 
ify them , (2) get authority from Congress and (3) 
set up federal distribution. 
And tim e is one of the prim e factors in the anti­ 
polio fight, since the peak polio season arrives with 
the sum m er months.

Hoosier Gold Sweet 


Corn Proves Best 


For Home Gardener 


LAFAYETTE, (Spl.)— There are 
differences in sweet com varities 
and hybrids. Some of the best yield­ 
ing sorts show a marked degree 
of tolerance to certain plant trou­ 
bles and, at the same time, have 
the top quality. According to W. 
B. Ward, extension garden special­ 
ist at Purdue University, the Gold­ 
en Cross Bantam, Hoosier Gold, 
and other popular yellow hybrids 
have proved satisfactory for the 
home gardener and the commer­ 
cial grower. 
Roasting ear com from July to 
frost is possible by making timely 
plantings from early May to early 
July. The StoweU’s Evergreen Hy­ 
brid and Hybrid Country Gentle­ 
man are two white varieties that 
require a bit longer growing sea­ 
son than the earlier yellow coms. 
Sweet com could be planted two 
to three grains per hill that are 
spaced about 30 inches apart or 
the seed may be dropped every 8 
to IO inches in the row. It always 
visable to plant at least two rows 
together, for pollination, and the 
rows could be from 24 to 30 inches 
apart, depending on the cultural 
methods used. 
When planting sweet coms, se­ 
lect strains that have different 
times of maturity by using a por­ 
tion of the two rows planted to 
75 to 85 or 90 days to roasting 
ear condition. 


General Fruit 


Spray Mixtures 


Are Avalable 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Amateur 
gardeners who have but a few 
fruit trees, grapes, raspberries, 
and strawberries are confronted 
annually with the problem of con­ 
trolling diseases and insects. A 
simple spray program that is easy 
to follow has been hard to find be­ 
cause most spray programs are de­ 
signed for the professional fruit 
grower. Rather than worry with 
confusing 
chemical 
names 
and 
complicated spray schedules, many 
gardenres just neglect to spray at 
all. The result is less fruit and 
Ilower quality. 
Recently, however, several com­ 
panies have put on the market 
I general fruit spray m i x t u r e s . 
Available at garden supply stores, 
drug stores, and some department 
stores, these mixtures contain the 
necessary insecticides and fungi­ 
cides for fruit insect and disease 
I control. 
The department of botany and 
plant pathology at Purdue Univer- 
| sity has prepared a mimeograph 
for the home gardener which gives 
easy-to-follow directions and sched­ 
ules for using these general pur­ 
pose fruit sprays. Copies of this 
publication, “Disease Control in 
I the Home Orchard,” can be se- 
; cured at local extension offices or 
by writing to the office of agri­ 
cultural publications, Purdue Uni­ 
versity, Lafayette, Indiana. 


Hog And Egg 
Prices To Be 
Higher Soon 


LAFAYETTE, Ind.— Look for a 
stronger hog market price - wise 
the next two or three months, high­ 
er egg prices beginning about July, 
reasonable profits by early fall for 
finishing “feeder cattle,” a shift 
in crop production, and lower gov­ 
ernment purchases of dairy pro­ 
ducts. That is what the column 
“marketing guides” predicts in the 
April issue of Purdue University’s 
“Economic and Marketing.”

Transferring of a plant from the 
plant bed to the garden should be 
accomplished quickly and with ut­ 
most care. Even when the best 
method is used, transplanting does 
cause some stoppage of the growth, 
says W. B. Ward, extension gar­ 
den specialist at Purdue Univer­ 
sity. The bare-rooted plants, those 
lifted from the soil with or with­ 
out a small amount of soil adher­ 
ing to the roots, should be well 
protected from drying. 
The root system and the top 
plant growth have developed an 
equal balance between the two 
which should be kept. Ward says, 
“you should lift the plants gently 
from the seed bed, keep them cov­ 
ered with a damp cloth and set 
the plant in moist soil. Transplant­ 
ing in the late afternoon or eve­ 
ning is the best time.”
